London, November 13.—The complete 
defeat of Premier Kerensky and. _Gen- 
eral Korniloff is announced in a Rus- 
sian communication received here by 
wireless. 

The announcement follows: 

“Yesterday, after bitter fighting near 
Tsarskoe-Selo, the revolutionary com- 
pletely defeated the counter revolu- 
tionary forces of Kerensky and Korni- 
loff. In the name of the revolutionary 
government, I order opposition to all 
enemies of the revolutionary democracy 
and the taking of all measures neces- 
sary to effect the capture of Kerensky. 
I also forbid similar adventures which 
are endangering the success of the rev- 
olution and the triumph of the revolu- 
tionary army.

(Mouravieff is a prominent Russian 
name, which is borne by a number of 
men who have held high public office.

FRENCH CABINET 
GOES FROM OFFICE 


Following Defeat in the 
Deputies, Premier Pain- 
leve and His Associates 
Tender Resignation. 


Mr. 
Biloxi, 


Paris, November 13.—The ministry 
resigned tonight. 

The resignation of the ministry fol- 
lowed its defeat in the chamber of 
deputies by a vote of 277 to 186. 

The debate hinged on the coming al- 
lied conference and the creation of an 
inter-allied war committee as a result 
of the Italian disaster. 

After the government had obtained a 
restricted but sufficient majority on 
the question of confidence In its mili- 
tary and diplomatic policy a determined 
attempt was made to bring on a dis- 
cussion of current scandals, including 
the accusations of l’action Francaise 
of a royalist plot and against former 
Minister of the Interior Malvy, but 
Premier Painleve demanded a post- 
ponement of the interpellations until 
November 30, when the inter-allied 
conference would be finished. 

A postponement was then made a 
question of confidence and the cham- 
ber, by a vote of 277 to 186, in which 
the right joined the cabinet’s oppo- 
nents and refused to acquiesce in the 
premier’s demand. Thereupon the min- 
isters left the chamber and went to 
the Elysee palace and resigned. 


Professor Paul Painleve organized 
the cabinet on September 14, and sut- 
ceeded Alexander Ribot as premier, 
whose ministry resigned on September 
7. The new cabinet, which originally 
consisted of fifteen titular ministers, 
four ministers of state and eleven un- 
_der-secretaries, came immediately un- 


i der the fire of the socialists, who were 
‘opposed, to M. Ribot as foreign minis- 


ter. This cabinet resigned on October 

2, but President Poincare refused to 
accept the resignation on. the ground 
that the chamber had voted confidence 
in the -ministry. 

M. Ribot was then eliminated from 
the cabiet, being succeeded by J. Louis 
Barthou as head of the foreign office. 

The reconstituted government receiv- 
ed a vote of confitience, 288 to 137. The 
opposition votes were partly from the 
socialists and partly from’ the radical 
socialists. The vote seemed to indicate 


. hesitation on the part of the chamber 


to defeat any ministry by a direct vote 
during the war.

Crowd in Humor to Hit Trail 


Had Billy Asked on Tuesday; 
~ Wreck Story Thrills Audienc

Billy Sunday has showed ’em some 
of the stuff that he uses to make back- 
sliding church members and sinners hit 
the sawdust trail, and if instead of put- 
ting on his hat and coat and leaving the 
building, as he did Tuesday afternoon 
at the close of the sermon, he had in- 
vited penitents forward, it is believed 
@ greater portion of the audience 
would have rushed up. 

It was a powerful story, told him, 
he said, by a Methodist preacher, of a 
shipwreck, upon the rigging of which 
there clung one survivor. He picturéd 
the crowd gathered upon the beach 
watching the waye-tossed vessel, and 
told of a young man who voluntered 
to go to the rescue. The boy’s mother 
protested, reminding the brave youth 
that his father and an older brother 
had fallen victim to the waves, but the 
young man would not be turned away 
from his purpose, saying to his plead- 
ing mother: “Mother, if you wish to 
help me the only thing you can do is 
to pray.” Here the evangelist described 
the grief of the mother, and with his 
matchless acting, pictured the desper- 
ate battle between the youth and the 
white-capped waves. His hearers fol- 
lowed him’ with breathless interest in 
his description of the heroic rescue, 
and as he reached the climax, in which 
the struggling boy announced to his 
mother that he had rescued_his brother 
John, there was scarcely a ‘ary eye in 
the building. : 

Audience Greatly Moved. 

It was immense. It was the most im- 
pressive thing yet done by the versa- 
tile evangelist, and it is believed that 
at no service to date has Billy Sunday 
so completely convinced his hearers of 
his power.

THE COLORED SOLDIERS 
RECEIVED PAY TUESDAY 


The 1,690 Men in Col. Nelson’s 
Regiment Get $34,306.22 in 
Coin of the Realm. 


Tuesday was pay day in the First Pro- 
visional regiment, colored. 

And $34,306.22 was handed out to the 
1,690 negro soldiers who came to Camp 
Gordon only a few weeks ago fresh 
from the cotton fields and factories of 
Georgia. 

They are all Georgia negroes. Some 
of them are familiar to the shop keep- 
ers of Decatur street, but a great ma- 
jority of them are from the country dis- 
tricts of the great farming area in 


the southern part of the state. Some 
of them were barbers, but most of them 
were plow hands; some of them were 
loafers, but most of them were work- 
ers. Some of them were teachers, but 
most of them were unlettered. Some 
of them were sullen, but most of them 
were willing. And from this mass of 
blacks, unused to discipline and un- 
trained in even the most unessential 
qualifications for a soldier, Colonel Nel- 
son and his corps of officers have 
shaped a well drilled, understanding, 
almost intelligent regiment of soldiers 
—soldiers who may be relied upon in 
whatever activities the government 
may place them, whether as steve- 
dores, unloading the tonnage of sup- 
plies, or as first-hand fighters in the 
advance trenches. 

Colonel Nelson’s command riow con- 
sists of 1,690 men only. Thirteen hun- 
dred of these negro soldiers—Georgia 
selectmen—are now ‘pmewhere in 
France.” Many of those who are 4dl- 
ready “over there” came from the At- 
lanta contingent.

A sad note was sounded at the incep- 
tion when Alvan H. Freeman was an- 
nounced as speaker to deliver the ad- 
dress of welcome. The young attorney, 
with trembling voice, strove manfully 
to suppress the emotion that agitated 
his mind when he stated that his father 
had been assigned that duty, but that 
the All-wise God had wafted his spirit 
to the eternal realms enly one month 
ago. He welcomed the Baptists in be- 


half of the First church, where the ses- 
sions are being held, and in which in- 
Stitution Judge Alvan DL. Freeman had 
labored for many years. It was largely 
through the intluence of Judge Free- 
man that the convention was invited to 
the First church. 

The address on behalf of Newnan 
was delivered by Rev. J. S. Hardaway, 
who assured tne visitors of a most 
hearty welcome, 

The response was made by Carl W. 
Minor, of College Park. 

The following new pastors coming 
into the state during the past year 
were then recognized: C. H. Reed, Ma- 
con; T. A. Burrell, Athen; H. B. Wood- 
ward, Camilla; J. H. Harris, Moultrie, 
B. E. Hogue, Waycross, and 8. J 
Baker, Fitzgerald. The visitorse recog- 
nized were Dr. J. F. Love, of the for- 
eign mission board; Richmond, Va., and 
J. D. Jamieson, of Arkansas. 


Baptist Hospital Report. 


Reports from various committees 
were then presented, among them ,vof 
importance being the report of the 
Georgia Baptist nospital, Atlanta, Dur- 
ing the period of tour years that the 
hospital has been in the hands of the 
convention the number of patients 
treated have doubled each year. The 
number of patients treated this year 
were 1,493, against 653 the first year 
and nearly as many more were turned 
away for lack of room. The report 
showed that 180 patients had received 
free treatment this year, and increase 
of 54 over the previous year, 147 of 
whom were from points outside Atlan- 
ta. In addition to the above 245 pa- 
tients received a reduction in their hos- 
pital account. The contribution from 
the churches this year was $11,749 ex- 
clusive of the Atlanta subscriptions 
against $6,957 last year. Nearly $20,000 
has been paid on the purchase price of 
the property during the year. So great 
has been the demand for increased 
room that five brethren have been 
moved to put up the amount of money 
necessary to enlarge the institution 
which will give forty additional rooms 
ready for occupancy early in 1918. The 
report was made by Dr. J... M. Long, 
superintendent. . 

Dr. A. C. Cree, secretary of the mis- 
sion board, submitted his report and 
was given fifteen minutes to speak to 
it. The delegates to the convention, as 
well as all the Baptists throughout the 
state, were looking forward to this re- 
port with a great degree of interest. 
When Dr. Cree announced thatthe 
board was out of debt there went up a 
number of “amens.” For a number of 
years the work of the board has been 
considerably handicapped because of 
financial obligations and this report 
touched the fount of inspiration in the 
hearts of the brethren and was an oc- 
casion of such exultation that one 
brother stopped the speaker and raised 
the hymn, “Praise God from Whom All 
Blessings Flow.” Continuing, Dr. 
Cree stated that while there was much 
room to rejoice, it was nevertheless de- 
plorable that there had mot been any 
substantial increase in the conversion 
of souls, the chief object of the board. 
It was pointed out that the imperative 
need was field workers to marshal new 
forces. The report showed a great 
falling off in baptisms. 

Dr. J. F. Love, representing the for- 
eign mission board, spoke for twenty 
minutes on the work in foreign lands. 
He mentioned the new obligations that 
had fallen upon the Baptists due to 
world-wide war. He stressed that it 
is impossible to make the world safe 
for democracy without the pe gta 
evangelism going before, with an e- 
hind ft There was need of $100,000, Dr. 
Love said, and closed his address by 


‘appealing to the Georgia Baptists to 
ido their part during these sirenuous 
‘days of war and bloodshed. 


Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was given 
over for the most part to hearing the 
report of the committee of five which 
was read by Dr. F. C. McConnell, of 
Atlanta, and which precipitated a pro- 
longed discussion. During the conven- 
tion at Fitzgerald in 1915, a resolu- 
tion was adopted appointing a commit- 
tee of five to pool the indebtedness of 
all the interests fostered by the con- 
vention. During 1915 this committee 
raised in cash and subscriptions about 
$50,000, given under conditions that the 
total amount of subscriptions must 
equal the total amount of the indebt- 
edness reported at Fitzgerald, which 
approximated $535,000. At Commerce 
last year this committee launched out 
with renewed energy and vigorously 
prosecuted the campaign during the 


ear. 

Some of the institutions have liqui- 
dated their indebtedness, while others 
have piled up more until the report to- 
day awe that a little more than $172,- 
000 is necessary to wipe out the total 
indebtedness. Misunderstandings have 
arisen as deduced in the discussions, 
some that had subscribed thinking 
that the “condition was that the sum 
total be raised jin cash and by subscrip- 
tions by the time of the present con- 
vention. The report recommended that 
the committee of five be continued un- 
til the goal had been reached. 

For a time there were indications of 
a stormy session, but Dr. P. E. Bur- 
roughs, of Americus, said, “Let us stop 
talking about what we believe and 
don’t believe and say something about 
what we are doing and going to do.” 
The report was finally unanimously 
adopted and five men pledged them- 
selves to be one of fifty to clean off 
the. debt. 
The annual sermon was delivered 
by Dr. J. W. Lynch, of Athens, whose 
subject was “The Origin of the Love 
That Loosed Us From Our Sins, the 
rocess and the purpose.”

the higher critics, for they didn’t be- 
lieve in angels or devils or resurrec- 
tion. They were all questioning and 
Jesus came up and inquired the cause 
of this commotion, and He did a 


father came forward with his little 


boy and he said to Him: 

“Jesus, ever since he was a baby 
he has been tormented by evil spirits 
and they have thrown him into fire 
and into water, and he has foamed 


at the mouth and he has conyulsions 
and he is weak.” 


And this father was suffering griev- 
ious disappointment because the dis- 
ciples had failed to cast out the devil;

harder to do wrong? Am I casting out 
devils? If the church isn’t casting out 


devils, is it because there are no dev- 
ils in people to cast out? What is the 
trouble? I tell you if the church 
throughout the world, if the church in 
this city will get down on her knees 
and ask, “Why could not we cast him 
out,’ ‘the devil and the brewer and the 
white slaver will work harder than they 
do for all they get. 


By Prayer and Fasting. 
Why? Why? Come on back to the 
text a minute. “Why could not we 
cast him out?” 


Jesus Christ said, “This kind cometh 
not forth but by prayer and fasting.” 


That is all He said, that was enough. 
They understood. That put them wise, 


that gave them all the light they 
needed and it made each one look into 
his heart and what he saw in there 
made him speechless, for he knew what 
was in there that had made them fail. 

They didn’t say’ they had been too 
busy; And Jesus turned:the search- 
light on a little stronger and —— 
“What was it that you dispute 
among yourselves?’ ; 

And thgy were speechless because 
they had been disputing who would be 
greatest. Now, you know why they 
couldn’t pray. Now you know why they 
are not casting out devils. The 
preacher that has to stand up in the 
pulpit and tell his audience why he 
don’t like me and my preaching, is a 
preacher that never sees anybody con- 
verted in his old ice house, That is the 
reason be he is preaching to wood 
and varnish, too. 

What difference is it to me whether 
he likes me or not? Neither does the 
devil, neither do the brewers, neither 
do the saloonkeepers. I can tell you 4 
very prominent man in this country— 
and when mp / were asking me to go 
to a certain city, he opposed my com- 
ing, and he said:

God gives you new will; that 
gives you new force, like coal and 
water give force to a locomotive. And 
Christianity is new affection. You love 
the things you used to hate and hate 
the things you used to love. Set your 
affections on things above, not on 
things below.

wrath of God cometh upon the children 
of disobedience.” 


No man rises higher than his mo- 


tives—the idea that moves, and nobody 
ean go faster than the dynamo that im- 
pels and drives him. 


Some of you have got a new mind 
and new affection in-you, and a new 
will in you, and new motievs; you 


are going to do new things to please 
God and displease the devil. Like a 
friend of mine, who lived out on the 
Ohio river, and there was an old steam- 
boat downthere that used to trail all 
the rest of the crafts on the river, and 
one day they missed her and everybody 
wondered where their old friend was. 
She didn’t show up for a month, and 
one day they heard her famous old 
siren whistle, and she came in there 
glistening in the afternoon sun like a 
woman scintillating in jewels.

soldiers of Georgia who are fighting 
now for the nation, the tremendous 
work which lies before the Y. M. C. A. 
in shaping the character and in provid- 
ing cheer and physical and mental rec- 
reation for the soldiers, Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey issued a proclamation Tues- 
day urging ,Georgians to subscribe 
promptly and in proportion to their 
méans to ‘the national fund which is 
now being raised with which to finance 
the war work. of the Y. M. C. 

The total sum to be raised in the na- 
tion is $35,000,000. Of this Geor 8 
share is one percent, or $350,000. v- 
ernor Dorsey says that this amount 
can and ‘should be promptly subscribed. 

His proclamation is as follows: 

To the People of Georgia: 

Moral influences not only shape charac- 
ters, but win battles. We must not lose 
sight of this fact in preparing for the great 
world. conflict. The social life of our fight- 
ing forces in camps at home and abroad, 
en the transports, and at the front, will 
have a vital part in bringing this war to @ 


|} speedy and successful termination. 


To furnish this environment is a duty 
which, in major part at least, has been laid 
upon the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion. The paramount importance of, its 
work, from a disciplinary standpoint, has 
been recognized by presidential proclama- 
tion. It is attested by our highest military 
authortiles.

In view of all that the war work of the 
Young Men's Christiafi Association has ac- 
complished, in view of all that it will do, 
and because of its unquestioned need, I 
bespeak for it in this proclamation the ar- 
dent moral and financia] support of every 
citizen of Georgia. Thirty-five millions 
must be raised in the United States by the 
campaign just launched on November 11, 
1917. Of this amount, Georgia’s minimum 
share is only one per cent, of three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollara If each 
of our citizens will respond promptly in 
proportion to his financial means, this min- 
imum will be obtained without delay, to the 
great benefit of our soldiers and to the 
great credit of our state
